Against 
the regimental hospital# it is urged that 
the nren cannot be properly takeri care of 
with troops on the move with’ no female 
nurses and with a lack of every sanitary 
and medical deviee that modern, scieice has 
come to, regard.as. essential. , Nowhere 
were the complaints of neglect and insuffi- 
cient accommodation fur the sick se numer- 
ous as in the cases of these regimental 
hospitals in the early stages of the war. 

His Pians Given Out. 

Secretary Alger has framed: a project 
which he now has undef consideration for 
the amalgamation of the hospitals, in such 
& manner as to retain the most desirable 
features of both. His plan is to have tho 
division hospital arranged in sections of 
tents, lying in wings branching off from a 
central aisie. These can be very easily 
made by the use of a few flies, and a ‘proper 
connection of the common “A” tents. Then 
the sections are to be alloted to the differ- 
ent regiments in the division, each in care 
of one of the regimental doctors, yet re- 
ceiving the attention of, the high-class ta!l- 
ent and female nursing which is possible 
only in the big divisiom hospitals. In this 
way the men could preserve the individual- 
ity of their commands, and the idea may 
be carried out co far as to sub-divide: the 
sections into smaller sections, assigning one 
toeach company inthe regiment, and thus 
enabling the sick men to make sure of fall- 
ing in with their mates when they go to 
the hospital. , . 

General Francis VY. Greene, who has just 
returned hege, being in command of a por- 
tion wf indigo in the Philippine islands, 
had a second conference with the president 
today. General Greene stated on leaving 
that he had @ intention of tendering his 
resignation to the president, as long as the 
war is on. He said he would resign when 
the treaty of peace was signed, but had 
no intention of doing so until that time. 

Secretary Long, with Commander Brad-

COMPLAINTS ARE CLASSIFIED. 


Dee neeed 


War Investigating Commission Hoids- 
Two Sessions. 

Washington, September 29.—The war in- 
vestigating commission confined itself at 
its forenoon session today to the examina- 
tion and classification of complaints which 
have been made to the president. A large 
number of such compiaints have been re- 
ceived at the white house. They came yes- 
terday in the form of letters and are for 
the most part from relatives of enlisted 
men. Those examined in this session deal, 
in the main, with Camp Wikoff and Camp 
Thomas, but some of the letters also make 
charges concerning other camps. They re- 
late especially to the food served the sol- 
diers and to hospital accommodations and 
rone of them were of a very striking char- 
acter. One lady, whose son is stationed at 
Honoiulu, wrote that he was encamped on 
a centipede hill and said that his food was 
insufficient. to meet his demands, She ask- 
ed the president to see that he had better 
care. Circular letters were sent to the 
writers of all the complaints asking them 
to make their charges specific and to state 
whether they spoke from personal knowl- 
edge or only from report. 

One of the iettérs read today was from 
Dr. Sims, of Chattanooga. It was written 
to a friend in Ohio in response to an inquiry 
for the, facts in regard to Camp Thomas 
and was forwarded by the person who had 
received it to the president. Dr. Sims said 
in his letter that there was no justification 
for the charge that the site of the camp 
was not desirable. It was, he said, admira- 
ble. The doctor said that at the beginning 
of the camp’s career the hospital facilities 
were limited, -but that these had been in- 


, creased ,until they. weresadequate to meet 


the demands upon them. 

The committee expects to begin to take 
testimony next week. vieneral Wheeler is 
expected to be among the first witnesses 
called, 

The examination of complaints to the 
mesident was tontinued at the afternoon 
session. 

A decision was reached at this session 
to include in the work an inquiry into the 
conduct of the war department in the Pa- 
cifle as well as in the Atlantic region, and 


to this end letters were written to General ‘ 


Merriam, in command of the department 
of the Pacific; to General Otis, in com- 
mand of the Philippines, and to General 
Merritt, who occupied this latter post re- 
cently,

LATE FOES MEET 
~AS FRIENDS AU 
Ana and Spanish Peace Com- 
missioners Greet Each Other, 


THEY - BREAKFAST TOGETHER 


French Minister of- Foreign Affairs En- 
fertains the Two Parties, 


GOOD FELLOWSHIP SEEMED TO PREVAIL 


The Representatives of the Two Coun- 
tries Spend More Than an Hour 
Together Socially and Sep- 
arate Well Impressed 

with Each Other. 


Paris, September 29.—The United States 
peace commissioners held another session 
this morning after which they drove to 
the foreign office, where the commissioners 
met and breakfasted with the Spanish com- 
missioners. In addition to the commission- 
ers and the ambassadors, the minister of 
foreign affairs, M. Delcasse, had invited 
the three head officials of the French for- 
eign office, the first secretaries of the em-, 
bassies and General Hegron, secretary of 
the Champs Elysee palace. 

The breakfast was purely informal, giv- 
en by M. Del¢asse in his private apart- 
ments at the foreign office. The Spanish 
commissioners arrived first, accompanied by, 
the Spanish ambassador, Senor Leon y 
Castillo, and the secretary of the Spanish 
embassy. The United §States ambassador, 
General Horace Porter, and Henri Vignaud, 
the secretary of the United States embassy, 
arrived at the foreign office before the 
American commissioners and awaited them 
there. The American party arrived on the 
stroke of 2:30, the hour fixed. They were 
received in a private salon above M, Del- 
casse’s office headquarters. : 

The minister met and greeted each 
American in turn and then presented them 
to the premier, M. Brisson. Simultaneously 
Benor Castillo step forward to greet 
General Porter, whercupon ‘the two groups” 
moved together and, intro@uctions to each 
other were effected by M. Delcasse. 

After Senor Castillo and General Porter 
Had a brief chat the party repaired to the 
breakfast room, where M. Delcasse pre- 
sided in the center of a long table. On his 
right were General Porter and Senator 
Gray, with a Spanish commissioner’ bé- 
tween them. On the left of M: Delcasse 
was the president of the Spanish commis- 
sion, M. Rios, with Senator Davis next to 
him and a Spanish commissioner on the 
left of the senator. 

On the opposite side, facing M. Delcasse, 
was M. Brisson. On his right were Senor 
Leon y Castillo, Senator Frye*and a Span- 
ish commissioner, On tho left of the pre-

The Americans regard the function as 


having been a happy means of making the 
two sets of commissioners acquainted with 
each other. It was planned with great 
tact by the French and was conducted with 


the utmost discretion. 

The French newspapers continue to com- 
ment upon the difficulties which the two 
commissions have to face by reason of 
their divergent instructions, beyond which, 
it is said, they cannot go. GilbD.as says: 

“The Spanish government has given its 
commissioners very precise instructions. 
They are to do their utmost to have it 
admitted that there can be no question of 
disputing the rights of Spanish sovereignty 
over Manila, the island of Luzon and the 
rest of the archipelago outside of the naval 
stations which Spain will cede at the Ma- 
rianne islands, 

“On the other side the American com- 
mission before leaving President McKinley 
received from him very precise instruc- 
tions, which the commissioners cannot de- 
part from. The following is the text of 
their instructions: 

‘* ‘Mirst—Spain cedes absolute sovereignty 
over the whole of the island of Luzon. 

** *Second—The other is:ands of the archi- 
pelago will. be replaced under the dominion 
of Spain on condition that a liberal gov- 
ernment is is accorded to the inhabitants. 

‘“‘ “Third—Complete separation of church 
and state in the Philippines. 

* ‘Povurth—Spain cannot cede any other 

islands in the group to eny foreign power 
without America’s consent. 
“-M™fth—The United States shall enjoy 
for all time the same commensurate privi- 
legee as the most favored nations, not ex- 
certing Spain herself.’ ”’ 

The Gilblas concludes with remark™y’: 

“Tt is therefore to be feared that for un- 
happv Snain the negotiations which oven 
en the 1st of October will give no satis- 
faction.”’

Candia, Isle of Crete, September 29.—Ed- 
hem Pasha, the Turkish governor, who is 
chiefly blamed for the recent rioting here, 
has been deprived of the governorship and 
started for Smyrna today.

New Bern, N.:C., September 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The white women of North Carolina " 
are taking a deep interest in the state 
campaign. The leading issue is white su- 
premacy and the mothe:s, wives, daugh- 
ters and sisters of the white voters are 
giving encouragement by their presence 
at the rallies. 

I attende@.a characteristic rally here 
last night and saw fully 100 of the best 
known ladies in the city at the meeting, 
which was held in the courthouse. The 
leaders in society were on the front seats 
and at the conclusion of Glenn’s speech, 
when he called oh all who were for An- 


| glo-Saxon supremacy to manifest it, these 


ladies stood up along with the men 

There is but one. issue, and that is, 
Which shall control the state? 

Mr. Glenn did not suggest any other, 
but declared that it was a straight out 
fight between the whites and the blacks. 

It is no wonder that the women are 
around. Scarcely a day passes that some 
one of them is not insulted on the streets. 
The truthless crew known as fusionists 
deny this in the western part of the state 
just as the fusionists in south Georgia 
are denying it. Denials, however, will 
not answer in the light of facts. A few 
illustrations will’ serve to show the in- 
day.

A lady who was calling was deliberately 
forced into the street by two negro wo- 
men who clasped hands and impudently 
obstructed the sidewalk. = = 83 3» ~~ 

These are instancer which have occurred 
here recently and which can be substan- 
tiated. by affidavits. The negroes feel the 
most bitter hatred for the whites and 
when no white men are in sight are f- 
fensive in the worst degree. The women 
are worse than the men. Théy are mad- 
dened at the sight of well dressed, re- 
spectable white women and seék Oppor- 
tunities to insult. 

It is this which makes the blood of 
white men boil and upon the first black 
man or woman who is caught insulting or 
mistreating white women will be visited 
the pent-up indignation of husbands and 
fathers whose dear ones have been yic- 
tims of negro hatred. 

The white people of New Bern are des- 
perate. This is a picturesque old city. 
It is proud of its history and its tradi- 
tions. I went through the city ‘hall today , 
and saw the beautiful colors presented 
to the municipality a few years ago by~ 
the city of Berne, Switzerland, for which | 
this city was named. New Berne was set~- 
tled by Swiss colonists in 1709, twenty- 
four years before Oglethorpe landed at 
Savannah. This city hall has a negro 
clerk, negro treasurer and three negro 
alderman. Some.of the white repubii- 
cans who hold office In the same build- 
ing are held in.contempt by all decent 
people because of their scandalous asso- 
ciations with negroes of the lowest and 
vilest class. One white official was point- 
ed out who had taken to his home -a ne- 
gro woman who was installed over the 
white daughter, fifteen years of age, and 
the young girl was whipped when she did 
not obey the woman who had been a no- 
torious character. 

White Sheriff with Black Heart. 

At the county courthouse the register is 
a negro and he issues the marriage li- 
censes for all. 

The sheriff is white only in skin. He has 
five negro deputies and he says no whites 
need apply. Other court officials are ne- 
groes, too, the only whites being the judge, 
janitor and the force in the clerk’s office.. 
There are two negro magistrates in this 
county, Craven, alone. ‘ 

The next representative from this county 
in the general assembly will be a negro, 
Isaac H. Smith, who’ was twice convicted

Five of the city 
policemen are negroes and they’ make ar- 
rests without regard to color. Not long 


ago a white fireman was hurrying to a fire 


at night. A negro policeman seized him and 
handled him roughly. The fireman prose- 
ceuted the policeman for assault and bat- 
tery and he was convicted by a jury on 
which were three negroes. 

Craven has negro road commissioners and 
they work white men who are not able to 
hire Mubstitikies. This is no invention, 
either. It is substantiated by affidavits 
properly sworn to and witnessed. The ne- 
' groes want to make the white men work 
the roads and express their disappointment 
when one Wires a negro to work for him. 

These conditions in Craven county are 
some of the results of the fusion between 
the populists and the negroes. Is it any 
wonder that the democrats are making a 
fight for the restoration of white suprem- 
acy? This is w y the white people on the 
coast are appealing to the white populists 
and white repvblicans of central and west- 
ern North Carolina to vote the white man’s 
ticket this year and recover control of the 
legislature so that the laws which enable 
the negroes to absolutely control may be 
repealed ahd decent government may be 
restored. 

Suggested To Colonel Wilkinson. 

Colonel Jim Wilkinson, who is running 


for congress in the eleventh Georgia dis- 


trict, stated in hi Dublin speech last week 


that The Constitu.tlon had lied about the 
condition of affairs im this state. On the 
contrary, the condition is worse than The 
Constitution represented it to be. 

A prominent white lawyer here said today 
that a negro magistrate threatened recently 
to send him to jail for contempt of court. 

The attorney repiied that if the magis- 
trate attempted it, he waquid do so at his 
peril, 

‘“The court must protect itsedf,”’ said the 
justice of the peace. 

“The court can do that by respecting 
itself,’ answered the attorney, who went 
cn with his case undisturbed. 

A white man from the country dropped 
dead in a store here not long ago. His grief 
stricken widow upon learning that an in- 
quest would he held, begged the negro coro- 
ner #0 summon white jurors. The coroner 
_ replied that he would attend to that, and 
when he returned, he had all negroes. No 
consideration is shown even in the hour 
of sorest trial. The dead man was a popu- 
‘ jist and the coroner’s action has been re- 
sented by many good peopie’s party men, 
Necertheless, the negro coroner, Lassiter, 
will be re-elected. 

A white man named Hann was sent to an 
insane asylum last week. He was taken to 
an institution by a negro deputy sheriff be- 
cause there are no white deputies 

Yet Milikin, Wilkinson and their fusion 
abettors say that fusion has nothing to 
do with negro domination. Why not? Here 
in New Bern the whites were in control 
until they split and some of them went off 
anj fused with the negroes. Lifé is becom- 
ing intolerable here because of the condi- 


tions. There must be a change. The whites } 
are waiting patiently for November 8th, | 


when théy hope to end this in a quiet, 
peaceable way.

Van Wyck’s name was the last presented, 
and at 2:18 the calling of the rol] for the 
first ballot began after an adjournment mo- 
tion had been defeated, 

As the roll proceeded, it was found that 
the up-state delegations broke up consid- 
erably and split the vote. When New York 
was reached Richard Croker said:- ‘‘New 
York casts 105 votes for Van Wyck,” and 
there was a roar of applause, followed by 
another when the result was announced. 

The vote stood: Van Wyck 3%, Stanche 
field 206, McGuire 21, Titus 41. The vote 
was then made unanimous. 

The Record of Judge Van Wyck. 

Augustus Van Wyck, democratic eandi- 
date for governor of New York, is a de- 
seucndant of Captain Abraham Van Wyck, 
of New York city, a soldier of the revolu- 
tionary war, and a brother of the present 
mayor of Greater New York, Robert A. 
Van Wyck. He is tifty-two years o.d and 
is a graduate of Philips Academy, Exeter, 
N. H., and of the University of North 
Carolina. In 184 Augustus Van Wyck was 
elected to serve a term of fourteen years 
as a judge of Brooklyn city court. 

When the city court, under act of the 
legislature, was abolished two years ago, 
Judge Van Wyck became a justice of the 
supreme court, second judicial district, and 
his term will expire this year. 

Mr. Van Wyck has been active and prom- 
inent in the regular democratic ranks in 
Brooklyn, being 4a strong supporter of 
Hugh McLaughlin and‘ his intimate friend. 
He wae thrice successively president of the 
democratic general committee of Kings 
county; has been a member of the New 
York democratic state central committee, 
and frequently has been a delegate to dem- 
ocratic state, county and city conventions. 
Mr. Van Wyek has.been the. grand mas- 
ter of the Zeta Frapsi fraternity and is a 
member of the New York Poland Society. 
He is also a member of the standing com- 
mittee on canons of the Episcopal diocese 
of Long Island, 

Mr. Van Wyck married Miss Leila Gor- 
don Wilkens, of Richmond, Va. William 
Van Wyck, his son, is an assistant district 
attorney of Kings county, and his son-in- 
law, James W. Osborne, is assistant dis- 
trict attorney in New York county. 

Bryan’s Name Cheered. 

Thomas 8S. Carmody, of Penn Yan, men- 
tioned for the first time in the convention 
the name of Colonel William Jennings 
Bryan. The convention went into an uproar 
of applause. Delegates sprang to their 
seats and waving hats, canes and umbrel- 
las cheered and cheered again for the Ne- 
braskan. 

The cheering continued and a spectator 
sprang up and gtrasped the siender staff 
that supported a Cuban flag, waving the 
flag, and the crowd shouted for Bryan for 
several minutes. 

To Meet in New York City. 

The Chicago platform democrats, who 
in conference last night adopted resolu- 
tions empowering and instructing the com- 
mittee On organization composed of one 
member from each senatorial district in 
the state to place in nomination a full 
ticket by petition should the convention 
today fail to affirm the Chicago platform, 
had another meeting today after the re- 
sult of the regular committee on resolu- 
tions report became known. Under the 
instructions of the conference which re- 
quires that a full ticket be nominated 


within forty-eight hours, the committee on 


organization will meet at the Union Square 
hotel, New York city, tomorrow night, and 
select a candidate for each place upon the 
state ticket. 

State Committee Orogaized. 

The new state committee met at the Yates 
house soon after the adjournment of the 
convention and organized by the election 
of Frank Campbell, of Bath, as chairman; 
John M. Carlisle, of Watertown; secretary; 
John F. Gaynor, of Syracuse, treasurer.

FLOUR MILLS IN A COMBINE. 


New York Syndicate Secures Options 
Throughout the West. 


Milwaukee, Wis.,; September 29.—Five of 
the six Milwaukee flour millers have given 
options to their plante to a syndicate rep- 
resented by Thomas A. McIntyre, of New 
York, according to a rumor on ‘’change, 
and the manager of one of the mills is 
authority for the statement that the con- 
solidation will soon ve effected. 

In addition to five of Milwaukee’s mills, 
whose daily combined capacity is 6,300 bar- 
rels, the syndicate is said to embrace three 
mills at Superior, Wis., three at Dututh, 
three at Minneapolis and one in New York, 
the total capacity being upward of 00,000 
barrels daily. The capital stock o the 
new company proposed is $40,000.

BUT HAS LOST STEADILY 


Until. It Has Almost Reached the 
Point of Dissolution. 
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OFFICIAL FIGURES SHOWING A DECLINE 


The Return of the Democratic Party 
to Its Former Principles Is the 
Secret of Its Triumph. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 29.—(Spe- 
¢ial.)—The full returns from the state elec- 
tion held in Alabama last month are now 
at hand, and, compared with the results 
of the next preceding three elections in 
this state, make an interesting showing. 

The figures show the resuits in the four 
elections referred to by counties and tells 
the story of the fall of populism in Ala- 
bama without any further explanation. 
They prove that the decline of populism 
in Alabama was simultaneous with the de- 
cline of Clevelandism, the former demo- 
crats returning toghe ranks as the party 
returned to its moorings. 


Murder in North Alabama. 


A special from Athens, Ala., brings the 
details of the atrocious murder committed 
in north Alabama last Monday evening in 
front of a consecrated altar, where hun- 
dreds had gathered to worship. 

Rev. Prince was holding divine service in 
the Methodist church at Gilbertsville, a 
quiet little village in the northern part of 
Limestone county. Suddenly the services 
were interrupted by a brawl just in front 
of the church door. 

The services were broken up, women paled 
and men surged around. A young lad by 
the name of Alsup, from Tennessee, was 
engaged in a rough-and-tumble fight with 
Fletcher Adams, @ young married man 
living in this county. They had been 
quarreling for some time and finally came 
to Diows and then clinched. While they 
were in this attitude, Shoat Alsup, an 
older brother of the boy that was fighting, 
rushed in and before the witnesses could 
prevent, had cut and stabbed Adams to 
death, cutting his bowels open and stab- 
bing him in the heart and cutting a deep 
¢ash in his ‘head, the wounded man falling 
dead at the church steps. The gaping 
crowd, so bewildered by what they had 
seen, allowed the murderer to get on his 
mule and ride off, without so much as an 
effort to hinder or prevent his making his 
escape. Sheriff Gilbert, of this county, who 
was visiting his brother, who lives only a 
short distance from the church, soon heard 
of the fight and thurrying to the church 
saw the dead body of Adams and asked 
where the murderer-was. The crowd point- 
ed in the direction he had gone, and order- 
ing the crowd to get their horses and fol- 
low him, he dashed off in the direction 
given. | 

The sheriff had gone out to spend a quiet 
Sunday with his brother and had not worn 
his pistol, and he went in pursuit of the 
murderer unarmed. The sheriff was thirty 
minutes behind Alsup, but by hard riding 
he came in sight of the man about five 
miles from the scene of the murder, and 
then a ride for freedom and pursuit be- 
gun, but, being on @ horse, the sheriff was 
able to overtake the hunted man, and, 
after a mile race, he was in reach of his 
man, and, reaching over, he grasped’ him 
by the collar and ordered him co stop, 
which he refused to do, but kept on 
spurring his mule into a hard run, and 
finally jerked loose from the sheriff, and 
then he made a desperate effort to outride 
the winded horse of the sheriff, but the 
sheriff rode in front of the mule, and by 
crossing and recrossing the road, was able 
to bring the mule to a stop. 

Alsup is a large and powerful young 
farmer, and in a hand-to-hand contest out- 
matched the lithe sheriff, and with a 
horseback tussle they rode into a peek, 
and here Alsup tried to knock e sneriff 
off his horse, but could not. They reached 
a sand bar and fought all over it on horse- 
back, urtil the sheriff got him headed in 
the direction of Athens, and they started 
back. A short distance they met two men, 
and the sheriff ordered them to assist him 
in tying the prisoner, and at this the fight 
was renewed, but he was overcome, and, 
while the sheriff held him and one of the 
men was taking a bridle rein off with 
which to tie him, two of Alsup’s friends 
that had followed the gheriff came up, and 
one of them, with a well-directed blow, 
felled the old gentleman who was getting 
the rein, and then they both assaulted the 
sheriff and soon released Alsup from his 
grasp, and the three fled into an adjoining 
cornfield. The. sheriff, well winded, fol- 
lowed for a short distance, and gave out. 

Not a man from the church made an ef- 
fort to follow the sheriff, but as soon as 
ne sheriff's brother learned what had 
happened he followed, but was a minute or 
sa too late to assist him in making the 
capture. Efforts are being made to arrest 
the murderer and his rescuers. 

The sheriff was bruised considerably, but 
is determined to leave nothing undone to 
catch the murderer. Adams, who was kill- 
ed, leaves a young wife.

THE PAY SAME AS A SOLDIER’S 


General Castillo Has Charge of the 
Initial Appointments. 


TWO HUNDRED AND FORTY ENLISTED MEN 


Commandant Will Have Rank of Ma- 
jor and Will Be in Full Com- 
mand of the Force. 


Santiago de Cuba, September 29.—Ar- 
rangements have been completed for the 
formation of a force of Cuban mounted po- 
lice for the province of Santiago. It con- 
sists of a commandant with the rank of 
major, three captains, six lieutenants, ten 
sergeants and 240 enlisted men. The rates 
of pay of the enlisted men are the same 
as in the United States army, while the 
officers get two-thirds. 

Genera] Castillo has charge of the pre- 
liminariés of the appointments.

The United States collector of customs 
here, Mr. Donaldson, has requested Gen- 
eral] Lawton to appoint United States con- 
suls at Guantanamo, Santiago and Man- 
zanillo. The treasury department at Wash- 
ington seemingly considers that the is- 
land of Cuba is foreign territory, and re- 
quires oaths before consuls in trangac- 
tion of shipping and other busfii®ss. 

Dr. Zimmerman, a Lutheran preacher, 
is an applicant for the position of United 
States consu] at Santiago. e also pro- 
poses to preach on Sundays. 

Captain’ Brady, of the signal service, 
is endeavoring to arrange with the Cuba 
submarine cable company for a courtesy 
similar to the one extended by the British 
West Indies cable company—a daily bul- 
letin service of the world’s news.

The Tin Plate Industry. 

When the statement is made that the 
firm which owns the largest tin plate 
establishment in the world has recently 
disposed of its plant in Wales prepara- 
tory to locating in the United States, 
some idea may be formed of the rapid 
st which have characterized the 
growth of the tin plate industry on this 
side of the Atlantic in recent years. 

In 1892 the total output of the tin 
plate industry in the United States ag- 
gregated only 13,646,719 pounds. Since 
that time the record of increase has been 
as follows: In 1893, 99,816,202 pounds; 
in 1894, 139,223,467 pounds; in 1895, 193,- 
801,073 pounds; in ‘1896, 307,228,621 
pounds; in 1897, 446,982,063 pounds, and 
in 1898, 640,000,000 pounds. 

Such being the extraordinary rate of 
increase in the output of the industry in 
the United States, it is not surprising 
that the firm in Wales should close 
down its plant in that country with the 
view of locating in this. On account of 
our ability to satisfy the bulk of our 


‘demands in this respect, we were com- 


pelled to import last year only one- 
fourth of the amount of tin plate which 
we. were obliged to import some eight 
years ago. So far as this phase of our 
progress is concerned, we have no 
ground for complaint. 

There Is Room for All. | 

The honest and seif-respecting popu- 
lists of GGeorgia—those who left the dem- 
ocratic party because they saw there 
was an effort on foot to divert the or- 
ganization from the doctrines of Jeffer- 
son—those honest and _ self-respecting 
populists, we say, have had their eyes 
widely opened to the danger of remain- 
ing in opposition to the democracy.

Take the 
case of the eleventh congressional dis- 
trict. There the populists are asked to 
vote for the republican candidate; 
they are asked to indorse_ the 
doctrines which they have op- 
posed all their lives, in order to defeat 
the democratic candidate. But there is 
something more in the situation jthan 
this. The populists are asked to pro 
mote the supremacy of the negro partye 
for which they have no respect, in order 
to defeat the ends and aims of their 
white democratic neighbors. 

How, it may be asked, will this help 
the populist voters—the rank and file 
of the party? Why, in no possible way; 
it Will only help a few of their unscrup- 
ulous leaders to secure some of the 
spoils of office. As a matter of fact, 
the negro coalition will degrade the pop- 
ulist voters. It is a sinister effort to 
drag the white people down to the level 
of the negro party. Good citizenship, 
therefore, demands that the honest and 
respectable populist voters should put 
the seal of their displeasure on this in- 
famous effort to yoke them with the 
negro party by deserting their false lea- 
ders and returning to the support of the 
democracy. ; 

They cannot bétter display their in- 
dignation than by reiurning to the par- 
ty which they left, tne party of Jeffer- 
son, and they cannot better signalize 
their return to that party than by going 
to the polis.next Wednesday and casting 
their ballots for the democratic candi- 
dates. That thousands of populistg in- 
tend to do this, we have best reasons for 
believing; but there is room for all, and 
there is a welcome for all except those 
unscrupulous leaders who have betray- 
ed their willingness to degrade the wuite 
people of Georgia for a few paltry of- 
fices.

Porto Rico. 

On account of the agricultural and 
mineral resources of Porto Rico, the 
idea has become fixed in the tainds of 
many people in this country that for- 
tunes of immense size can be realized 
in Porto Rito simply for the rains of 
going after them. They do not stop to 
consider that the opulence ith -which 
they have vested that supposed EI! 
Dorado may prove altogether illysory 
there, and that instead of finding wealth 
they may find only bitter disappoint- 
ment. 

We do not mean,to Speak disparaging- 
ly of the outlook which Porto Rico pre- 
sents toscolonizatfon. Our motive is 
anything else. We merely wish to dis- 
courage those who are disposed to view 
the situation in Porto Rico through 
Utopian eyes and to dwell npon the lux- 
uries which it offers without giving 
thought to the hardships whicn it i - 
poses. Our advice to those who are 
contemplating the advisability of going 
to Porto Rico to live is to carefully scan 
both sides of the picture before they 
come to any definite conclusion,in the 
matter. 

There can be no doubt of the fact that 
Porto Rico is one of the wealthiest isl- 
ands belonging to the group of the West 
Indies, but we must remember that 
Porto Rico is not some newly discover- 
ed possession without occupants or habi- 
tations, If such were the case there 
might be some excuse for the popular 
delusions which exist in regard to its 
fabled pe angie 
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But unhappily 


is more densely 
any portion of the Un:t- 
of the large cities. 
, we fail wo see where 
there will be room on the island for 
any very great influx of Americans. 
(Moreover, we are satisfied that such 
Americans as do emigrate to Porto Rico 
will be sorely put upon their mettle in 
undertaking to vie with the natives of 
the island. What thes> natives have 
long needed to encourage them to their 
best efforts in developing the resources 
of the island has been the removal of 
the yoke of Spain, end since this yoke 
has now been removed, we confidently 
expect to see the natives of Porto Rico 
prove themselves worthy of freedom. 
Being no longer encumbered by the em- 
barrassments which have servéd to fet- 
ter them heretoforé, they will kse no 
time in getting down to earneat and 
diligent work: and if Americans realize 
any great fortunes in Porto Rico they 
will certainly have to bestir them- 
selves. 

Ultimately, we belféve that Porto 
Rico will be completely~ Americanized, 
but we also believe that the process 
which brings about this result will be 
necessarily slow. The island cannot be 
converted to American ways and Amer- 
ican ideas by the mere act of conquest. 
Time alone can accomplish this result. 
Meanwhile, let those who are eager to 
embark for Porto Rico consider that 
riches are not to be obtained on ‘he 
island merely for the seeking of them, 
and that if they are bent upon casting 
their lots in that quarter cf the g'cbe 
they must prepare to encounter grave 
obstacles before they enjoy the coveted 
fruits of success. There will be no room 
for idlers in Porto Rico. 
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Names Furnished by Late Events. 

One of the most interesting results 
of the recent war may be observed in 
the «change which that conflict has 
brought about in the nomenclature of 
American postoffices. ‘ 

During the month of July the names 
of several postoffices in the United 
States were changed to suit the wishes 
of residents, while in other cases new 
postoffices were created which called 
forth additional names. 

Roughly scanning the list of these 
postoffices which have taken their names 
from the recent war, we find that Dew- 
evs have sprung into existence in Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Iowa, Maine, Missouri, 
North Carolina and Washington; Sigs- 
bees in Alabama, Arkansas, Missouri 
and Pennsylvania; Hobson ig Virginia, 
Schley in Alabama, Powell in South 
Carolina, Philip in Georgia, Blue in 
Texas, Cook in Florida and Sampson in 
North Carolina. 

These names are all furnished by of- 
ficers in the navy; but there are others, 
though not‘as many, furnished by of- 
ficers in the army. For example, Mer- 
ritt has sprung up in Alabama, 
Kent in Kentucky, Lee im Iowa, 
Fitzhugh in Georgia, Young in North 
Dakota and Garcia in Texas. Since the 
part played by the army in the war was 
‘inferior to the part pluyed by the navy, 
it is not surprising that the latter 
branch of the service should have fur- 
nished the most names to postoffices. 

Other postoffices created during the 
month of July took the names %f such 
cabinet officers as Day, Gage, Sherman, 
Gary, Long and Alger. There does not 
appear to have been any postoffice creat- 
ed during the month of July to which 
the name of McKinley was given.

Im an alleged interview Miss 
Hill is reported to have said: ‘‘My father 
was General A. P. Hill, a warm personal 
friend of Jefferson Davis. My father was 
killed on the last day of the siege of Vicks- 
burg while fighting at the head of a col- 
umn.’’ We know nothing of Miss Hill's 
right, now that Miss Winnie Davis is dead, 
to be called ‘the Daughter of the Con- 
federacy,’’ but we feel sure that if she 
is really the daughter. of General A. P.

FAMILY AND ANCESTRY OF 
THOMAS FRANCIS BAYARD 


Thomas Francis Bayard was a distin- 
guished member of an eminent family. 
Since long before the revolutionary war 
times the Bayards have been conspicuous 
in the country’s history as patriots and 
many acquired national fame as jurists. 
Nicholas, the first ancestor to come to 
America, a sOn of an Amsterdam mer- 
chant, though of French Huguenot ex- 
traction and a nephew of Governor Stuyve- 
Sant, was secretary of the province of 
New York in 1672, mayor of New York in 
1685 and holder of several] other important 
provincial offices. Colone}) John Bayard, a 
grandson, was a member of the provincial 
council of 1774; a leader of the movement 
for independence in Philadelphia; a mem- 
ber of the council of safety; colonel of the 
Second Continental regiment raised in 
Philadelphia in 1755; speaker of the as- 
sembly in 1777; member of the continental 
congrese in 1785, besides having been hon- 
ored with many other offices of great trust. 

Four members of the Bayard family, di- 
rect descendents of the foregoing, have had 
senatorial honors bestoweg upon them by 
the little state of Delaware—Thomas Fran- 
cis Bayard, his father; James Asheton 
Bayard, his grandfather, of the same 
name, the negotiator of the treaty of 
Ghent, and his uncle, Richard Henry Bay- 
ard. His grandmother’s fawer, Governor 
Bassett, of Delaware, was also the frecipi- 
ent of senatorial honors. 

Thomas Francis Bayard was. born in 
Wilmington, Del., Oct. 29th, 1828, and was 
@ younger son. In his thirteenth year he 
entered school at Flushing, L. I. Here he 
remained two years. At the expiration of 
that period, being intended by his father 
for mercantile pursuits, a cerkship was 
obtained for him in the establishment of 
Mr. Bayard’s brother-in-law, August Van 
Cortlandt Schermerhorn. Here he received 
an excellent business training. 

In-1848 his eider brother died, whereupon, 
at the request of his parents, be returned 
to Wilmington. Having a liking for his 
father’s profession, that of law, he became 
a student with that end in view and was 
admitted to the bar in 1851. He immediate- 
ly began the practice of his profession wita 
his father and was success‘u!l from the 
beginning, his local fame apreading rapid- 
ly. In 1853 he was appointed United States 
district attorney for Delaware, but resign- 
ed in the following year. In i855 Mr. Bay- 
ardi removed to Philadelphia, where he 
formed a fegal co-partnership with Wililam 
Shippen. This connection lested five years, 
being terminated by the deatn of Mr. Ship- 
pen. Mr. Bayard, on the death of his 
father, returned to Wilmington, where he 
was needed by his father, who was then 
engrossed with public duties. When the 
war of the rebellion began Mr. Bayard 
was pursuing his profession. With the first 
mutterings of war the people of Wilming- 
ton set adout establishing means of self- 
protection. A. militia company Was or- 
ganized and Thomas F. Bayard was elected 
its first lieutenant. In June, 181, a meet- 
ing of citizens was held at Dover and 
Lieutenant Bayard Wis one of the prin- 
cipals. He denounced the war and his re- 
marks on that occasion have been quoted 
in later years as an argument against his 
availability as a presidential candidate. 
Meanwhile Mr. Bayard’s popularity in his 
native state kept growing rapidly and in 
1868 he was elected to succeed his father in 
the United States senate and was subse- 
quently twice re-elected. It is noteworthy 
that on the day he was elected to the sen- 
ate for the full term his father, who had 
resigned, was also re-elected a senator 
from Delaware to serve for the unexpired. 
part of his original term. This is the only 
case of a father and son being voted for 
by the same legisiature to fill the sena- 
torial office. 

Almost at, the outset of his senatorial 
career. Mr. Bayard took a leading posi- 
tion on the democratic side. Senator Bay- 
ard took an active part in the discussions 
concerning the presidential election <«&f 
1876, and was an advocate, and subse- 
quently a member of the electoral commis- 
sion. 

In October, 1856, Senator Bayard was 
married to Louisa, daughter of Josiah Lee, 
a Baltimore banker. Twelve children 
were the result of the union. In 1877 Sen- 
ator Bayard received the honorary degree 
of LL.D., from Harvard college. 

When the democratic convention was 
held in 188) his friends rajlied in force to 
secure his nomination for the presidency, 
and such was their strength and the popu- 
lar feeling for him that on the first ballot 
he stood next to Hancock, who was nomi- 
nated on the second ballot. In the dem- 
ocratic convention of 1544, at which Mr. 
Cleveland was nominated, Mr. Bayard re- 


| ceived the next largest vote to the suc- 


cessful candidate on the two ballots which 
were tekens As soon as the result of the 
national election of 18384 was positively 
known, Mr. Bayard was the first demo- 
cratic statesman invited to consult with 
President-elect Cleveland, and it was gen- 
erally understood that he was the first 
man offered a place in the new cabinet—and 
the leading: place at that. This he finally 
accepted, aithough, it is said, he was 
strongly advised by leading democrats not 
to enter the cabinet at all, as his depar- 
ture from the senate would tend to weaken 
the strength of the party in hat body. 

At the close of Mr, Cleveland's adminis- 
tration Mr. Bayard returned to private 
life, and to his legal profession. 

In March, 1893, Mr. Bayard was appoint- 
ed ambassador to the court of St. James 
and served during Mr. Cleveland’s second 
term. 

Mr. Bayard’s first wife died during his 
first year of his term as secretary of 
state. Four years later he was married to 
Miss Mary W. Clymer, of Washington, 
who survives him. Seven of the. children 
are living, 28 follows: Mrs. Samuel D. 
Warren, of Boston; Miss Annie Bayard, 
Miss Florence Bayard, the Countess Lau- 
enhaupt, formerly Miss Nellie Bayard;

Mr, duBignon Rebukes Those Who 
Would Cause Trouble 


INSTRUCTIONS MADE PUBLIC 


County Committees Told To Frame Ballet 
as Local Sentiment Gictated, 


WHY HE COULD NOT PRINT THEM 


Colonel Candler Comes To Town and 
Puts in a Busy Afternoon at 
Headquarters—The Candi- 
cates for Judgeship 
in Town. 


The chief subject of conversation in po- 
litical circles yesterday was the unexpect- 
ed effort in certain quarters to embarrass 
the work of the democratic state executive 
committee by announcing that the fate of 
the proposed constitutional amendment to 
elect the judges and solicktors of the su- 
perior court by Wie people was in danger 
because Chairman duBignon had caused 
both sides of the question to be printed on 
the democratic ballot. Governor Atkinson’s 
interview criticising this course under the 
newspaper heading of “Queer Action, 
This, of the Democrats," and Mr. duBig- 
non’s sharp reply were read everywhere. 
The latter said that “if some democratic 
newspapers and democratic officials were 
as anxious for the success of the party as 
they are to injure some of. those connected 
with the party management they would ac- 
quaint themselves with the facts before 
publishing sensational articles and giving 
out interviews,” and the terse statement 
was widely commented on. 

Mr. duBignon followed up his short talk 
on Wednesday night by making public 
yesterday morning his official communica- 
tion to each county chairman in the stage 
touching this subject. He called attention 
to the fact that ir this letter he clearly 
Stated the position which the state com- 
mittee had taken in the matter, and point- 
ed out that in framing the ballots each 
county chairman was to use his own judg- 
ment as to whether to print both sides of 
the proposition to amend the constitution, 
or only the affirmative side. He also sent 
all the county chairmen a copy of the 
official ballot, prepared by a sub-committee 
of which Hon. Porter King, of this city, 
was chairman, in order that there could 
be no mistake about it. He says that it 
would have broken every cardinal principle 
of democracy to smithereens to havé done 
otherwise. 

Why Counties Print Tickets. 

A good many people do not know why 
the counties are to print the tickets this 
time instead of the state committee, who 
formerly issued them all and distributed 
them in quantities as required throughout 
the state. The change is due to the fact 
that hereafter the state and county elec- 
tions are to be held on the same day, in- 
stead of the one being held in October and 
the other in January, as was the rule be- 
fore. Both state and county officials hold 
office for the same term—two years—and 


it was deemed an economy of time as well. 


as of money to have one election day in- 
stead of two. So it was all bunched to- 
gether, and the first Wednesday in October 
was selected as the day on which the en- 
¢ire political slate, local and otherwise, 
was to be wiped clean, 

This made it impossible for the state 
committee to print the ballots, because they 
could not undertake the task of issuing 
a different set in each of the 137 counties 
in the state. Every county would have a 
long list of candidates for county offices, 
and no two of them would be alike. So 
the printing of the ballots is, of necessity, 
left to the county committees, and will be 
from now on in all state elections. This is 
why State Chairman duBignon had a form 
of ballot prepared by Former Mayog King’s 
sub-committee to be sent out, so that they 
would be uniform in so far as the state 
ticket of the party was concerned. Ac- 
companying this ballot he sent a letter on 
September 15th, last, to each county chair- 
man in the state, and in this letter he fully 
explained the situation as to the proposed 
constitutional amendment. 

Chairman duBignon’s Letter. 

In justice to the state committee, Chair- 
man duBignon yesterday made this letter 
public. It reads as follows: 


Atlanta, September 15th. - 
Honorable Chairman Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 
Dear Sir—I inclose you form of the 
democratic state ticket to be voted in 
the*approaching October election.

M’INTYRLE’S TRIAL GOES ON. 


Prosecution Closes Its Case in the 
Chaplain’s Courtmartial. 

Denver, Col., September 23.—The prose- 
cution closed today in the courtmartial 
trial of Rev. Joseph P. McIntyre, chap- 
lain of the battleship Oregon, who is ac- 
cused of criticising his superior officers. 
The only witnesses examined today by the 
prosecution was Henry M. Currier. He 
practically reiteratéad the testimony of pre- 
vious witnesses, that Chaplain McIntyre, in 
his lecture of August 8th, charged Adml- 
ral Sampson with reporting himself within 
the four-mile limit at the time of the cap- 
ture of the Spanish ship Colon, when he 
was in reality eleht or ten miles distant. 

He also corroborated statements of other 
witnesses regarding the alleged contemptu- 
ous allusions of the chaplain to Captain 
Robley D. Evans. of the Iowa, and the 
statement that the Oregon was the only 
battleship that was honestly built, con- 
tracts for all eastern built vessels being 
shoved through on “political pulls.” 

A number of witnesses were examined 
for the defense. Their testimony in the 
main contradicted the evidence of the pros- 
ecution’s witnesses in that Chaplain Mc- 
Intyre used distespectful language toward 
his superiors and made accusation refiect- 
ing on the honesty of the government in 
the matter of eastern-built ships.

Mr. Edmund W. Martin: explained 
his position on municipal issues to 
second ward voters last night.

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EDMUND W. MARTIN, CANDIDATE 
for mayor, addressed a large number of the 
citizens of the second ward last night in 
the courtroom of Justice Bloodworth, on 
East Hunter street. The meeting wae pre- 
sided over by Judge Marshall J. Clarke, 
while Councilman Eldred 8, Lumpkin acted 
as secretary. 

The audience was composed of represen- 
tative voters of the second, and great en- 
thusiasm was manifested over the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Martin. His addréss last night 
was a plain statement of his position on 
the various questions at issue, and it was 
received with marked enthusiasm by the 
audience. 

Mr. Martin was frequently interrupted 
by applause, and several times was forced 
to pause for severa] minutes before ron- 
tinuing his remarks. Mr. Woodward, who 
is opposing Mr. Martin in his race for the 
mayoralty, had been invited to be present 
at the meeting, and it was thought for a 
time by some that he would accept this 
invitation. 

After the speech made by Mr. Martin 
several other gentlemen were invited to 
make short talks, which they did. Brief 
epeeches were made by Captain Vining, 
Shepard Bryan, James W. Austin, Ben 
Blackburn, Isaac Steinheimer, Oscar Tur- 
ner, B. F. Longley, A. J. Shropshire, H. 
A. Boynton and Dr. Burt and others. 

In part, Mr. Martin said: 

“This is not a meeting for the special 
purpose of fostering my candidacy. We are 
here to consider matters of vital importance 
to the city of Atlanta, and before enter- 
ing into the discussion I want to tell the 
story of the eirens who, in olden times, 
lured the sailors of the sea to destruc- 
tion.” _ 

Mr. Martin then told the story of the 
sirens who played beautiful, although de- 
ceitful music, Juring gailors to their is- 
land. He told how the sailors of Ulysses 
stopped their ears in order not to hear. 
Continuing the speaker said: 

‘“T want to ask of you that you will not 
stop your ears with wax in order not to 
hear the discussion of subjects that will 
deeply affect the iftterest of this city and 
that will thave a great dea} to do in future 
years with the “prosperity of the munici- 
pa] government.

You will remember that 
my opponent Mr. Woodward, has not 
stated in express words that he is in favor 
of the city ownership of its lighting plant 
and I do not believe that he is. He has 
evaded this question as he has all others. 
He has failed to answer questions put to 
him for the purpose of ascertaining his 
position on these matters, or rather, he 
has failed to meet issues squarely, and al- 
though he has made answer, no one knows 
as yet where he stands. 

“In regard to the municipal ownership 
of an electric light plant, my opponent 
states that he has always favored the 
operating of an electric piant by the city.

He spoke generously of Mr. Martin and 
said in all his campaigning he had not 
slung any mud and did not intend to. He 
requested the reporters to make mention 
of the fuct that he was not making a 
personal fight on Mr. Martin. but he 
added the fight from the present was go- 
ing to grow mighty warm. 

Besides touching on his own record 
while in council and what he had done 
there Mr, Woodward spoke of but two 
things—Mr, Martin and The Constitution. 

Before Mr. Woodward arrived at the hall 
the meeting was called to order and it 
was proposed that a working club*in his 
interest be organized. The chairman of 
the meeting made a short talk which

Colonel Robinson Was a Close Friend 
of Many Officers of the Second 
Georgia Regiment.

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THH REMAINS OF LIEUTENANT 
Colonel William Robinson were sent to his 
former home, Baltimore, yesterday at noon. 
Full military honors were paid to the dead 
officer by the Second Georgia volunteers, 
The entire regiment was marched to the 
depot as an escort and the officers and 
men paid a soldierly tribute to their dead 


comrade. 

Mrs. J. P. Averill and Mrs. Werner, rep- 
resenting the Grand Army of the Republic 
relief corps of Atlanta, placed two large 
wreaths of roses and ferns on the casket 
after it was in the ear. 

Colonel Robinson died after a short ill- 
ness with typhcid fever Wednesday at 
noon. He was formerly from Maryland 
and had few friends in the city other than 
the officers of the Second Georgia, who 
did not know he was in the city or that 
he was ill. 

He came to the city several days ago 
and was taken ill soun after his arrival. 
As soon as he called a physician he was 
sent to a sanitarium, where he died. 

Colonel Brown, of the Second Georgia 
regiment, was notified of the death of Coio- 
nel Robinson and the officers of the reg- 
iment, many of whom were his close 
friends, did all that was possible for the 
dead man, but medica] skill did not keep 
off the hand of death. 

The arrangements for the funeral were 
made yesterday and Colonel Brown was 
notified that Colonel Robinson’s remains 
would be taken to the depot and placed 
on the Southern train at noon. Colonel 
Brown immediately began preparations for 
a military tribute tu the officer, and or- 
dered the entire regiment out. The regi- 
ment left the park about 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning and marched into the city. 

Colonel Brown anda his staff were leading 
the long line of soldiers as they came 
through the streets. The band immediately 
followed. A short nalt was made at Pat- 
terson’s undertaking establishment, where 
the body was, and the following sergeants 
were detailed to act as honorary escort: 

First Sergeant Dryer, company L; Ser- 


-geant Gates, company L; Sergeant Boyle, 


company M; Sergeant Oetjen, company E; 
Sergeant Hoyle, company I, and Sergeant 
Caffey, company A, 

As the band played a slow funeral dirge 
the soldiers marched past the casket and 
as soon as the last company had passed 
the hearse was driven behind the regi- 
ment. When the depot was reached the 
regiment formed in two lines along Wall 
street and the hearse was driven between 
the lines to the entrance of the union de- 
pot, while the band played “Nearer, My 
God, To Thee.’ 

The commissioned officers of the regi- 
ment, led by Colonel Brown and followed 
by the buglers and band, marched into the 
union depot and near the car which con- 
tained the dead officer. Just before the 
train started “In the Gloaming’’ and “‘Je- 
sus, Lover of My Soul’’ were played. As 
the train left the depot the bugles sounded 
retreat. 

The profound respect shown by the offi- 
cers of the Second Georgia was very im- 
pressivé and the simple manner in which 
the soldiers honored cheir dead comrade 
Was very marked. A large crowd gath- 
ered to see the exercises. 

Colonel Robinson was a close friend of 
the Georgia soldiers. wuring the encamp- 
ment at Tampa and at Huntsville the reg- 
iments were located side by side and Coio- 
nel Robinson met and became acquainted 
with almost all of the officers of the Sec- 
ond Georgia regiment. 

Colonel Brown said yesterday that Colo- 
nel Robinson was a superb soldier and his 
death was sincerely felt by all the officers 
of the command. 

No military escort accompanied the body 
to Baltimore, but friends of the dead man 
were on the train. The funeral party will 
reach ®altimore this morning about 9 
o'clock,

Coming down the street the other day 
with her pretty face flushed with displeas- 
ure, a little woman, the member of many 
organizations, declared that unless women 
learned to be parliamentary and more bus- 
iness-like, they could simply make up their 
minds that their erganized effort would 
count for nothing. 

“Why, let me tell’ you,” ghe said, “I 
made three motions in favor of one thing 
this morning, and the lady chairman fre- 
fused to put the motions, or rather she 
ignored them as completely as if nothing 
had been said. I knew she wasn’t in fa- 
vor of the movement I was agitating, but 
there were many women present who were, 
and I was entitled to being recognized by 
the chair any way. 

“And that isn’t all,”” she continued: “I 
belong to another organization’ where the 
members are left in utter ignorance as to 
the business side of the work, and we 
know no more about the condition of the 
treasury or the incoming or going out of 
the money than if we wcren’t paying mem- 
hers.

photograph and a man who agrees to 
make enlarged pictures for the modest 
sum of $1.98, produced an exciting trial in 
Justice Landrum’s court yesterday after- 
noon. The man was bound over ‘to the city 
criminal court on the charge of assault and 
battery, the woman made an announce- 
ment worthy of some note to the court and 
the photograph of the veteran is in such a 
condition that it would sdurcely be recog- 
nized by that worthy individual. 

During the reunion Mrs. O. M. McCarthy, 
who reside at 49 Krogg street, entertained 
her father, who served in the confederate 
army and who desired to see once more 
his old comrades, He brought with a valued 
portrait of himself, taken during the war, 
representing him as a confederate officer in 
ful! uniform, 

This ig the only photograph of the vete- 
ran of its kind in existence and he agreed 
to leave it with his daughter in order that 
she might have a copy made of it. Some 
days later Spillman, who represented that 
he was agent for a northern firm, went to 
the home of Mrs. McCarthy and agreed for 
$1.98 to make an enlarged crayon portrait 
of fier father, the veteran. 

She paid $1 in advance and was to pay 
the additional 98 cents when ‘the portrait 
arfived. Last Saturday Spillman appeared 
at the McCarthy residence with the cray- 
on portrait and the photograph. Mrs. Me- 
Carthy was not satisfied with the. work and 
is said to have told the picture man that 
she would not accept it, because it might 
as well have been taken for a portrait of 
the prince of Wales as of her father. 

She handed back the crayon, she claims. 
to Spillman and kept the photograph of her 
father .She says he attempted to take the 
photograph away from her, indulged in a 
deal of cursing, and finally clinched with 
her.

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WITH A QUICK SWING OF HER ARM 
and a gleam of anger in her hazel eyes, 
Mrs. Edgar Fuller, the cotton bagging 
bride, brought her umbrella down upon 
the head of Mr. Charles Chisholm in the 
police court yesterday afternoon and ecattsed 
a most exciting finale to her very senga- 
tional trial. The parasol was broken 
in two. 

Mrs. Fuller’s case, on a charge of keeping 
a house of questionable character, had just 
been dismissed by the recorder and she 
was passing out of the courtroom when 
she and Chisholm met near the courtroom 
door. Hundreds of people saw the assault. 
for the place was densely crowded with 
men who had been eager spectators. 

Why Mrs. Fuller struck Mr. Chisholm is 
a question which is to be proven in the 
police court, for cases were immediately 
made against both her and Chisholm. They 
have different stories to tell and there are 
witnesses on both sides, 

Mrs. Fuller claims that Chisholm. whod 
had been her principal accuser, was angry 
because she wags not fined and shoved a 
man against her for the purpose of tnsult- 
ing her, and that she struck him with the 
umbrella to resent the insult. 

Chisholm states that he did not shove a 
man against Mrs. Fuller, and that she 
reaghed over the shoulder of another per- 
soh and struck him because he wus one 
among the many who sought to have her 
removed from her home, No. 75 Rock 
street, 

Patrolman McGee, who acts 
balliff, arrested Mrs. Fuller and Chisholm 
and they were taken immeé@diately down 
stairs, where the cases were booked. A 
great throng of men followed the defend- 
ants to the office and filled the place for 
several minutes, Mrs. Fuller was as quiet 
and as tranquil as if she was trying on 
anew spring bonnet. Chisholm was a 
trifle excited and for a while it seemed 
that he would attack Mr. Fuller. 

Attorney Jordan’s Plea. 

Attorney R. J. Jordan succeeded jn clear- 
ing both Mr. and Mrs. Fuller on charges 
of keeping a house of ill fame. The way 
in which the decision of Judge Calhoun was 
finally arrived at made u very remarkable 
part of the affair. Mr. Jordan took the 
position that Fuller could not be convicted 
because, no matter how guilty Mrs. Fuller 
may have been, there was no evidence go- 
ing to show that he knew of her conduct, 
and that Mrs. Fuller could not be convicted 
as her husbane rented the house and was 
the master. The recorder stated that he 
agreed with Mr. Jordan about the inno- 
cence, in a legal sense, of Mr. Fuller, but 
believed Mrs. Fuller could be held respon- 
sible for the conduct of the housa When 
called upon for an opinion, Judge Pendle- 
ton, assistant city attorney, stated that he 
did not think Mrs. Fuller could be held re- 
sponsible, but that he believed the evidance 
did show that Mr. Fuller was aware of 
what Mrs. Fuller did. This brought about 
a conflict between city attorney and re- 
ecorder, and Judge Calhoun quickly an- 
nounced: “‘T dismiss both cases,’’ 

When the cases were taken up again 
yesterday afternoon the courtroom was 
packed with men. 

The defense introduced several witnesses, 
some of them near neighbors of Mrs. Ful- 
ler’s, who testified that they had heard 
nothing detrimental to Mrs. Fuller or her 
house. Constables, collectors, » money 
lender and a doctor swore that they had 
been to the house frequently and had seen 
nothing wrong. 


What Mrs. Fuller Said. 

Mrs. Fuller took the stand and made her 
statement, which was listened to .with mich 
curiosity by the large audience. In sub- 
stance she said: 

“The charges brought against me ard 
my husband are absotutely false and with- 
out any foundation. It ie the result of 
malice on the part of enemies who became 
angry because Mr. Fuller had been instr-t- 
mental in ‘getting a certain railroad man 
discharged. Railroad men have held mass 
meetings tc do him harm and they have 
tried in every possible way to ruin and 
wreck my home There has never been a 
drop of whisky or beer in my house anda 
no persons of bad character have visited 
there to my knowledge. The people who 
were our enemies have polsoned my cat, 
killed my dog and rocked my house.” 

Mre. Fuller explained about her visit to 
Chattanooga, when it was claimed she went 
there to meet a man, saying that her hus- 
band got her a pass to Chickamauga gs» 
she could see a sham battle. She dented 
all the charges about walking out with 
men and disclaimed having written the 
letters said to have been gent by her te 
her husband. 

Fuller made a statement in which he de- 
nied that his home was used for immoral 
purposes. He explained the instances wit- 
nesses had recited about men visiting there, 
showing that he was a rallroad man and 
was called at all hours cf the night by a 
call boy to go to work. This was substan- 
tiated by the call boy

How They Get Out. 

When a man is arrested by a policeman 
the officer can give him a “copy” without 
bond and not even require him to be 
sent to the police barracks.

If a bond is required 
he can either give one signed by bondsmen 
or put up a cash equivalent. The cash 
collateral is the usual way for getting 
out, and the amount is fixed either by 
the arresting officer, the captain on duty 
or the station sergeant.

SEAL SKINS SOLD IN EUROPE. 


Poachers Make Their Sales in the East 
at Reduced Prices. 

San Francisco, September 29.—An an- 
thentic report regarding the pelagic seal- 
ing fleet shows that the poachers who 
have made the largest catches were: .En- 
terprise 553 skins; Minnie 400: San Diego 
673; Theresa 320, and Otto 727. 

These skins being excluded from the 
United States, are shipped to England, 
where they are disposed of at’ reduced 
rates. The poachers are fast exterm-. 
inating the seals. The North American 
Commercial Company’s catch this season 
is nearly 18,000 skins, as against 100,000 an- 
nually for twenty years, up to within the 
last eight years, when pelagic sealing 
commenced, 

On the Japanese side of the ocean the 
Russian Seal Skin Company has taken 
this year 7,600 seals, as against an average 
of 8,000 seals annually for twenty con- 
secutive years, up to the time of the be- 
ginning of pelagic sealing.

THE OcTOBERR TERM OF THE 
United States court will begin next Monday 
morning. There are a number of cases 
awaiting trial, but the majority of them 
are for owning and working in fllicit dis- 
tilleries. Unless a few moonshiners de- 
cide to resist arrest and demonstrate this 
desire to escape the law by shooting at 
revenue officers, or unle8s some new unique 
manner of hiding stills can be Uevised it 
is likely that the entire term of the court 
will not be very interesting. 

A number of moonshiners are now in the 
county jail awaiting trial and a large num- 
ber are out on bond, having had influence 
enovgeh to secure bondsmen when brought 
in. The revenue officers have been very 
active in their search of illicit distilleries, 
but in every instance they have captured 
their prisoners withont resistance. 

A number of the prisoners are old offen- 
ders and theih faces are familiar to the of- 
ficers of the court. To such as these severe 
sentences are given, varying in length from 
four to twelve months; while those who are 
new in the business, or who have had the 
good luck to escape capture, and postpone 
their appearance before the court until the 
present time, escape with sentences vary- 
ing from one to three months, 

When the moonshiners come.to the city 
to appear before the court they regard it 
as one of the events of their lives. Manv 
of them bring their families with them and 
spend the days while they are awaiting 
trial in viewing the sights of the city. 

The carridors of the custom house are 
crowded with them. Here they squat in 
their peculiar fashion and exchange experi- 
ences, each chewing immense quids of to- 
bacco, and the women industriously using 
snuff, with the aid of a short cherry stick. 
The punishment of remaining in jail for 
several months in .atonement for the of- 
fense of making whisky of their 
corn crop is somewhat counteracted by 
these few days of. pleasure and sightseeing. 
and as the moonahiners consider it no dis- 
grace to be sent to jail for making whisky. 
the experience is ‘not wholly distasteful. 
especially if it ig .the prisoner’s first ap- 
pearance. ae.y 

The Caveleri Case.

The letter which he is alleged to have 
opened, and it is said that he himself ad- 
mits having opened it, was what is known 
as a “dead letter.”” It had been improperly 
addressed and had been sent to the Atlanta 
postoffice, where Caveler! was employed. 

The law regarding this feature of the 
postal service requires that dead letters 
must be advertised in the local newspaper 
twice and then sent. to the dead letter of- 
fice at Washington, where they are kept 
on file.

When Caveleri opened the letter, as he is 
said to have done, the matter came to the 
attention of the postal authorities at 
Washington and he was relieved from duty.

San Francisco, September 29.—An an- 
thentic report regarding the pelagic seal- 
ing fleet shows that the poachers who 
have made the largest catches were: En- 
terprise 553 skins; Minnie 400: San Diego

is nearly 18,000 skins, as against 100,000 an-

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MOONSHINERS TO BE TRIED 


The Cases, However, Are All of a Very 
Quiet Nature. 


AN INTERESTING CASE TO COME UP 


It Is the Case Against EB. E. Caveleri, 
Who Is Charged with Open- 
ing the Mails. 


Unele Sam’s court will open up 
next week with an interesting num- 
ber of cases to try.

THE OCTOBER TERM OF THE 
United States court will begin next Monday 
morning. There are a number of cases 
awaiting trial, but the majority of them 
are for owning and working in fllicit dis- 
tilleries. Unless a few moonshiners de- 
cide to resist arrest and demonstrate this 
desire to escape the law by shooting at 
revenue officers, or unle8s some new unique 
manner of hiding stills can be UWevised it 
is likely that the entire term of the court 
will not be very interesting. 

A number of moonshiners are now in the 
county jail awaiting trial and a large num- 
ber are out on bond, having had influence 
enovgeh to secure bondsmen when brought 
in. The revenue officers have been very 
active in their search of illicit distilleries, 
but in every instance they have captured 


their prisoners withont resistance. 

A number of the prisoners are old offen- 
ders and theih faces are familiar to the of- 
ficers of the court. To such as these severe 
sentences are given, varying In length from 
four to twelve months; while those who are 
new in the business, or who have had the 
good luck to escape capture, and postpone 
their appearance before the court until the 
present time, escape with sentences vary- 
ing from one to three months, 

When the moonshiners come,to the city 
to appear before the court they regard it 
as one of the events of their lives. Manv 
of them bring their families with them and 
spend the days while they are awaiting 
trial in viewing the sights of the city. 

The carridors of the custom house are 
crowded with them. Here they squat in 
their peculiar fashion and exchange experi- 
ences, each chewing immense quids of to- 
bacco, and the women industriously using 
snuff, with the aid of a short cherry stick. 
The punishment of remaining in jail for 
several months in .atonement for the of- 
fense of making whisky of their 
corn crop is somewhat counteracted by 
these few days of. pleasure and sightseeing, 
and as the moonshiners consider it no dis- 
grace to be sent to jail for making whisky, 
the experience is ‘not wholly distasteful. 
especially if it ig .the prisoner’s first ap- 
pearance. : hay 
The Caveleri Case. 

The case of the {nited States versus EF. 
©. Caveleri, charged with opening the 
mails, will probably be the most interesting 
case to be tried during the term. It is set 
for October 4th. The case involves no ques- 
tion of moral turpitude, and Caveleri is in 
good standing wiih, all the custom house 
officials. 

The letter which he is alleged to have 
opened, and it is said that he himself ad- 
mits having opened it, was what is known 
as a “dead letter.” It had been improperly 
addressed and had been sent to the Atlanta 
postoffice, where Caveleri was employed. 

The law regarding this feature of the 
postal service requires that dead letters 
must be advertised in the local newspaper 
twice and then sent to the dead letter of- 
fice at Washington, where they are kept 
on file. The law, it is said, states expressly 
that the letters must not be opened. 

Caveleri, it is alleged, opened the letter 
for the purpose of finding the name of the 
sender in order that it might be sent back 
to be properly addressed. 

This, it is claimed, was the custom in 
many postoffices, the object being to cut 
down the advertising expenses and make 
a better showing to the officials in Wash- 
ington. It is stated that there is one case 
on record where a clerk was suspended and 
afterwards reinstated in his position for 
opening a dead letter in order to find the 
address of the seader. 

When Caveleri opened the letter, as he is 
said to have done, the matter came to the 
attention of the postal authorities at 
Washington and he was relieved from duty. 
He was indicted by the grand jury and the 
trial has been postponed several times. 
Neither he nor his attorneys fear trial and 
the case will undoubtedly come to trial dur- 
ing the October term, 

He is a young: man of excellent family 
and’ social position and.is very popular in 
the city. His friends are confident that he 
will be acquitted because he is innocent of 
any intention to do wrong.

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FOR TWO NIGHTS PAST THERE HAS 
been a sleeper at the police barracks who 
is the most genteel looking man that has 
ever asked for lodging in the charity 
ward of the city prison. The people who 
take advantage of the cells set aside as 
sleeping apartments for those who are 
foo poor to get a night's lodging else- 
where, are usually tramps or local pau- 
pers. The man referred to is well-dress- 
ed and would be taken for a person quite 
well to do. 

The man is Vogt Augustus and his story 
places him in the categary of unfortunates 
who have been stranded in a city where 
they have no friends, He is simply a man 
who has unexpectedly found himself with- 
out a job aud without money. It is an 
extreme case in which a human being 
is forced to acknowledge that he is utterly 
stripped of the means of Jiving, and is 
driven to take what comes. It is not often 
that such cases are met with, for even 
among the poorest paupers there to 
be found a hovel and a crust of bread, 
or a beggar’s* hope to get enough to exist 
on before the day is gone. 

This man Augustus came from New 
York on June 8th to accept a position in 
a liquor house. He was to get a certain 
salary for the first four months provided 
he did not drink or lose any time, and 
then he was to get a raise of salary. 

He says he went to work and got sick. 
He was accused of drinking when he was 
keeping sober. He was suddenly turned 
off and he had only a few dollars in his 
pockets. He went about seeking other 
employment and soon the last cent he 
had was exhausted, 

Two nights ago Augustus called at the 
police barracks and told Captain Jen- 
nings he was without a cent of money 
and wanted a place to sleep. He was given 
one of the beds in the city prison. He 
smiled as he Jaid aside his good clothes 
and stretched on the iron bed that did 
not even have a blanket to/soften the 
steel ribs, for blankets are only given 
to prisoners. 

“J never knew J would come to this,” 
he sdid, ‘“‘for I haye always been used to

‘the best of hotel accommodations.” 


Last night he again asked for a bed 
and it was given him. When he was ques- 
tioned about his living he said: 

“T haven't had a bite to eat today. I 
went nine Mays without anyth'ng but 
bread. But what could 1 do? I. haven't 
A cent of money and there Ja not a per: 
son in all this great city who knows me 
well enough to lend me a dollar or stand 
as my security. I have walked about 
tired and hungry trying to get work. I 
am a furrier by trade, but can do any- 
thing about a store. I am willing to work. 
J am not a. beggar and don’t ask for 
money or food, but all I want is work, 80 
I can make an honest living.” 

Augustus was provided with a supper 
by some of the kind-hearted officers at 
the police barracks. 

What he will do today and tomorrow 
and the next day, he does not know.

THE STREET COMMITTEE OF THE 
general council] was notified yesterday by 
Mayor Collier that economic measures 
should be coftsidered for the remainder of 
the year in the conduct of the street de. 
partment of Atlanta. The notification came 
in the nature of a warning yesterday af- 
ternoom at the regular meeting of the 
street committee, and it was just at the 
close of the session that Mayor Coller call- 
ed to the attention of the committee the 
fact that but Httle money was left to run 
the department for the three remaining 
months of the year. 

‘Tl would like to call the attention of the 
committee,” said the mayor, “to the fact 
that about $4,000 ig all that remains for 
this committee to use. I have been figuring 
over the situation and I see that steps 
must now be taken to cut down all ex- 
penses possible,” 

The members of the street committee 
present answered that the committee had 
been as saving with the city’s money as 
possible, but they realized that the begin- 
ning of the end of the appropriation was 
in sight. 

“We cannot pass up any More work,” 
said Mr. Rice. ‘‘That’s just what it means, 
and we will begin at omce to cut down 
expenses. The money now remaining is 
precious to the committee.” 

The other me@mbers agreed with Mr. Rice 
and the result of the deliberation of the 
committee yesterday after the admonition 
of the mayor was ‘received will be that 
no further work will be passed up this 
year. 

The Hammond Resolution. 

Much of the time of yesterday's session 
was consumed in the discussion of the res- 
olution which was recently introduced in 
council by Councilman Hammond reletive 
to both sides of the streets being blocked 
by improvements at the same time. The 
ordinance, which was read by Dr. Hutch- 
inson, stated that the streets could not be 
biocked on both sides at the same time, 
and that when an improvement was being 
made on one side of the street that con- 
templated improvements on the other side 
of the same street would have to be pcst- 
poned unti] the debris and rubbish on the 
other side was cleaned away and the side 
first occup'ed was cleared, 

The reading of the resolution caused. con- 
siderable discussion. The members wanted 
to know what would be the effect if one 
Side of the street was occupied by con- 
tractors who were at work on a six months’ 
job and a taxpayer desired to make other 
improvements on the other side. 

“You see what would be thé situation,” 
said Mr. LaHatte, “If someone on the 
other side of the new Grant building de- 
sired to make an addition to their present 
bullding or contemplated to erect a new 
building they would just have to wait for 


‘several weeks or months untfl the Grant 


building was réady. I tliink the resolution 
is too strong and do not care to have a 
vote taken. at present.” 

Others thought it would be wise to let 
the matter go before coumcil again, a)- 
though the genera] idea embodied in the 
resolution met approval. The members of 
the street committee were willing to have 
one side of the side always Open and 
thought this was the proper thing to do,

THERE WILL BE AN IMPORTANT 


meeting of the committee of general coun- 
cil on electrical and other railways this 
morning at 10 o’clock in the mayor’s office, 
and the fight for the franchise by the 
trolley lines desirous of crossing the new 
Mitchell street viaduct will be one of the 
principal features of the session. 

The erection of the Mitchell street viaduct 
has opened a new avenue to the west side, 
and the trolley lin:s of the city are anxious 
to cross the bridge on the best terms that 
they can secure from the city. This is the 
question that is to be settled this morning 
at the special meeting of the committee, 
and the fight for the possession of the 
bridge tracks will be warm and interesting. 

It has been the practice of the city in 
the past in allowing franchises over bridges 
to charge the trolley company operating 
cars om the bridges a certain amount of 
annual rent for each car operated, and it 
has been said that this same policy will be 
followed in dealing with the trolley problem 
on the Mitchell street viaduct. 

The Atlanta Consolidated and the At- 
lanta Railway Companies are both anxious 
to secure the franchise over the new bridge 
and are fighting for the new territory the 
bridge will open up to them. The roads 
for a number of years have been anxious 
for an outlet into the western part 6f the 
city, but the numerous tracks at Mitchell 
street have made the crossing toc danger- 
cus, end the tracks thave never been ex- 
tended in this direztfon, and ccnsequently 
the residents of the first ward on the west 
side of Mitchell street crossing have never 
had any street car facilities worth men- 
tioning. 

Now that the matter has been brought 
to an issue by the desire of the trolley 
companies to cross the bridge, the residents 
have also taken an interest in the matter, 
and a petition has been filed with council 
asking that in any event that council re- 
quire the roag that crosses the bridge to 
either run through cars or to give trans- 
fers. The fight by the residents is on the 
line of good service, and they have so far 
shown no special preférence as to which 
road will cross, so that they get good 
service. 

The city, it is said, Will allow any com- 
pany to cross ihe tracks, provided the 
annual rent is paid. Whether this wfll be 
the result of the deliberation of the com- 
mittee this morning or not cannot be said. 
The tracks across the viaduct will be laid 
by the city, and wiil be owned by the city, 
and will be rented to the company or com- 
panies at so much per year, cermain re- 
strictions, of course, being thrown about 
the contract.
